In this way 
at comparatively little oxponso tho 
headquarters of tboSan Gabriel have 
been re-stocked with flsh native to the 
stream,

moved, they would; have perished, as 
the trout boles dry up considerably 
during tho summer.

From Our Little Solar System to 
the Far Starry LImite. 


SOME MARVELOUS 
DISTANCES 


DELINQUENT NOTICE. 


The Stellar UniverM as We KnoW ft 
and What It Means In the Matter ef 
Miles to Reaeh Iw •auniaries Prom 
the Center of Our Own Sun. 


It Is Wortb While ntskiiig «B effort to 
pictare to oarselvcs the t s e t extent of 
the starrgr system In which we reside. 
Having gained some faint notion of 
the extent of the lesser solar system.' 
which occupies a small comer of the 
stellar system, we must work outward 
from that beginning. Let us take for 
our unit of measnrement the space 
which separates the earth from the 
sun and let the 02,000,000 miles of this 
distance be represented in our minds 
by a single inch. 
In proportion the 
sun itself must be pictured by a tiny 
ball less than one hundredth part of an 
inch in diameter, 
while our earth 
must be a mere speck less than one 
ten-th9usandth of an Inch in diameter. 
And this little sun 'and this minute 
earth must be Just an Inch asunder. 


Following out the same idea. Mer­ 
cury ^and Venns, being closer to the 
sun than we are. have to be less than 
an Inch away from him, while Jupiter 
will be five Inches off, Saturn will be 
ten Inches off, Dranus will be over 
nineteen inches off, Neptune will be 
almost thirty inches off. Then the so­ 
lar system as a whole, leaving only 
out of the question certain 
comets 
which travel farther, will be Inclosed 
in a circle less than two yards in diam­ 
eter. 


The question arises next, What will 
be the proportionate size of the stellar 
system on this same scale of measure­ 
ment? 
If the solar system Is to be 
comprised with a hoop not two yards 
across bow wide a space should .vrc 
allow to the surrounding system of 
stars, "our universe?" How near will 
be the nearest of outlying stars? And 
the answer Is sufficiently startling. If 
the sun Is reckoned to be one inch 
away from our earth, if Neptune Is 
reckoned to be less than three feet 
away from the sun, then on the same 
scale the star which lies closest of all 
outer stars in the whole universe to us. 
Alphas Centanrl by name, must be 
reckoned as lying at a distance of 
about three and a^balf .miles.- And be-^ 
tween the two—nothing; at least qoth' 
Ing in the shape of aistar.^A^-occa- 
s l o i ^ comet may lag slowly along In 
theldaiknessrflndlngits'waf^fr^m one 
su9Vi*79tem; to another, and daffc'bpd-J 
lieS) 'cooled s u n s , m a y 
posslblyh'fibat 
bei^ or there'unseen by us. i^iiat of 
stars radiant with beat and light none 
bi found In that wide area. ; 


Astronomical writers sometimes talk 
of stars "in the vicinity" of the sun. 
and this Is what is meant by "vicin­ 
ity." 
Think of the distances Implied. 
Our whole solar system is first brought 
down into a small circle two yards 
across—every Inch In those yards stand* 
ing for more than 90,000,000 miles— 
and then on every side and'above and 
below Is an encompassing void of 
three and a half miles, every Inch of 
tbose miles again representing more 
than 90,000,000 miles. 
And then we 
come npon one gleaming star. 
Only 
one quite so near. 
Another star In the 
sun's "vicinity." known as 61 Cygnl, 
would Ue at a distance of seven miles, 
and the brilliant Slrlus would be over 
ten miles off. Others must be placed 
at distances of twenty 
miles, 
fifty 
miles, 100 miles. 
It Is easy,, to start 
with a list of these 
figures. It is not 
easy to say where one shonld stop. 
That the starry eystem has limits we 
do not doubt, but to define those limits 
Is not possible. On such a scale as Is 
given 
above 
those 
limits 
certainly 
Would not He within a distance of 100 
miles nor of 1,000 m)les. 


It Is believed that some dim stars, 
barely to be detected, may be 10,000 
times as far away as our sun's nearest 
neighbor. Alpha Centaurl. and thhi at 
once gives, even on our much reduced 
scale, a line from the center of 8S,000 
miles. 
Suppose that the limits of the 
stellar system lay s o m e w h ^ 
about 
thera 
Thlrty-flve thousand miles each 
way from the center would mean a di­ 
ameter for the whole of 70.000 miles. 
Imagine a starry system 70.000 miles 
across from side to side, each inch In 
those miles representing 92,000,000 of 
real miles, and somewhere In the midst 
of It our small solar system, jost two 
>sids across, separated from all otbor 
stars by a wide blank of throe or four 
miles. 


That would be stupendous enougb. 
But we hare no .reason whateiror for 
supposing that the limits of oar nnl- 
verse do lie there. The true boundaries 
of the stellar system may be twice as 
far, four times as far, ten times as far. 
We do not even know with certainty 
that our solar system is placed any­ 
where near Its center, though 
this 
seems rather likely. 
Far off as the 
boundary reaches In one direction, It 
may reach much further In anoUter di­ 
rection.—Chambers' JoumaL

WAREHOUSE BURNS WITH 


700 TONS OF HAY. 


The great frame warehouse that 
stands>near the turn of the boulevard 
in Puente, luiown as the "Letter S 
curve," burned to the ground Thurs­ 
day morning shortly after 10 o'clock, 
consuming 700 tons of baled hay. 


The building was^ owned by tho 
Baldwin estate, but was leased by 
several ranchers in the vicinity, who 
had nearly completed filling the house. 
The alarm was given in Puente, but 
although many citizens rushed to the 
scene, nothing could be done, as the 
warehouse was a roaring furnace. The 
town has no flre-flghtlng appartus. 


It is thought that the fire was caus­ 
ed by sparks from a Southern Pacific 
engine, as the warehouse lies along 
the tracks of this company. ^No per­ 
son was near enough at theytlme the 
fire started to determine Itl origin.

The kinds of plant lice that Injure 
the walnut In California may be ar­ 
tificially controlled with sprays. These 
plant lice, whicht are small lemon- 
yellow Insects about 1-16 of an inch 
long. Infest the leaves and nuts, void­ 
ing a sweet gummy substance on 
which grows a black fungus. These 
Insects are largely kept In check by 
certain natural foes, but these foes 
do not appear In time- as: a rule to 
prevent the Hce from injuring the 
nuts. The U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture has, therefore, been inves­ 
tigating remedies to control the in­ 
sects before they become injurious. 


If it Is necessary to spray in spring 
or summer, a combination of, 2 per 
cent dl^tilla^teHjlj emulsion,and strong 
commercial" tobacco 'extract 
(1; "^0 
1,600)' is recomihended. It must be 
applied under a pump pressure of at 
least 150 pounds and the spray di­ 
rected on the nuts and underside of 
the leaves. The spraying should be 
thorough. 


Winter spraying is better because 
far less material is required when the 
trees are bare than when the foliage 
is thick. A thorough application may 
be accomplished more satisfactorily 
in the winter when high trees can be 
reached with ease. The winter spray­ 
ing . is directed against the eggs, 
where the summer spraying is against 
the Insect itself. As walnuts are of 
commercial value In California the 
use of spray^lng as recommended 
should help the grower to increase 
his incoine.

Whet May Be th« Fata of the Many 
the Peljoe Fail to Find and Whoee 
DMd Bodies Do Not Arrive at the 
Morgue le an Untoivable Enigma. 


More than 4,600 persona are reported 
to the 'New York police every year as 
missing. Of these about 8,S00 are ree- 
Identa of the city, while the remainder 
ore Tialtors, 


The N e # Yorkers who vanish from 
tbelr borne* are reported to the police 
stations in the jocal precincts, and 
those cases are bandied by the pre­ 
cinct autboriUea. But the reports of 
missing visitors, regardless of where 
made originally, ultimately go to the 
bureau of missing persona at police 
headquarters. 


Information 
from 
official 
sources 
shows that minors constitute approzi- 
mstely two-thirds of the New York 
residents stated to be missing annu­ 
ally. The remaining one-tltltd is^com- 
posed chiefly of men. 


It Is estimated that more tqan one- 
half of the 8,500 are loc.ited by tho po­ 
lice, dead or alive, or return to their 
homes soon after disappearance, notl- 
flcation of the return being seni to the 
officials. Of the remainder it Is estl- 
majSed that at least one-half ultimately 
arrive back home In safety, b u t ^ o no­ 
tification of the fact Is tmt to the po- 
Uce, 


This leaves about 8S0 persons per 
year who utterly vanish. 
What be­ 
comes of them is one of the mysteries 
of the metropolis. They disappear as 
though they were so many bubbles. 
Some of them doubtless kill themselves 
or are killed, tbelr bodies never being 
discovered. Some of them, it may be 
set down for certain, run away from 
their matrimonial mates. But what the 
fate is of the great mass of them no 
man can say. 


Of tho large number of minors who 
figure 
each year as missing, police 
officials state that the big majority 
are youths and girls between the ages 
of fifteen and twenty. 
They are often 
wage earners, disgruntled with con­ 
ditions at home, either because they 
bftve to-giv^ whot they consider too 
iktSo a proportion of tbelr wages to 
the family exoboquer or because they 
think 
their parents too strict 
with 
them ^n the matter of pleasure seek­ 
ing.' 
' 


Of the 1,000 residents of other places 
for whom th^ police are annually ^ask- 
ed'> 
look, a«vconsido'rable percentage 
'kre>'meii'*wbar bave'cbme to I^dw; Vdrk 
lo 'flndJMldxa^ol'froQi the i^orkaday- 
grinds <a?:thtf«rigttyetle» of BWftttw^y: i 
They got Into the whirl of 
things 
rather more than they intended and 
are lost to their friends' view for a 
few days. 
Ultimately most of these 
wanderers In the 6elda of 
frivolity 
turn up all right, with 0 bit of head­ 
ache, perhaps, and a 
determination 
not to seek' relaxation quite so per­ 
sistently on the next New York visit 
Other strangers to the city get sepa­ 
rated from their friends In the sub­ 
way or on the elevated or get lost in 
the streets, and then the police are 
asked to find the misshig ones. 
Immi­ 
grants In transit from £uropean coun­ 
tries to inland points In the United 
States frequently wander off from the 
parties to which they are attached 
and have to be found through the me­ 
dium of tho police. 


In the course of a year the police 
receive scores of letters from foreign 
countries inquiring about friends or 
relatives of the writers who were last 
heard from in Now York. 
From Zan­ 
zibar and from India, from Australia 
nnd from Egypt, from Europe, from 
South America, come letters of inquiry. 


The proportion of these nonresidents 
of Now York never to be heard of 
again as estimuted by the police Is 
about tho same os In the case of New 
York citizens. That Is, something more 
than one-half of tho 1.000 are located 
by the police or return to their friends, 
the police being so notified. About one- 
half of the remainder 
finally 
reach 
their friends all right, It is estimated, 
the police not .being notlfled. 
This 
leaves approximately 260 visitors to 
New York who vanish yearly without 
anything whatever being known of 
their fate. With the 850 New Yorkers 
who absolutely disappear, there is thus 
a total In round 
figures.of 
1,100 per­ 
sons who every twelve months are lx>st 
to sight as utterly as though they baa 
stepped behind a mnglc curtain. 


The bureau of unidentified dead baa 
made a collection of tho marks put on 
clothing by all laundries In New Yojpk. 
When a body is found which has'tno 
means of tdontlflcatlon except through 
laundry marks the marks are cdm- 
pared with those on file In the bure«u. 
If the victim's clothes prove to have 
been laundered In Now York the laun­ 
dry Is visited, and from examination of 
Its books It la usually possible to tracQ 
the identity of the dead person. 


Names of tailors and of 
clothing 
manufacturers niso lead to many Iden­ 
tifications. Tattoo marks have In sev­ 
eral Instances meant identification. A 
majority of the unidentified dead are 
found In tho water. Most of them are 
doubtioss suloldps. Others of the unl- 
detitlfled cases uro due to street car ac­ 
cidents, sulclilo by K«s nnd Buddou 
death In thi» stroet from natural causes. 
Photojiraph-s are taken of all bodies 
nnd iirove of tnuoh aid In making Iden­ 
tification. In oecaHlunal Instances iden­ 
tification from photoirraphs bns r«»sult- 
ed oven after burial In potter's field.— 
New York TIraas.

In giving-this commandment, I think 
God, himself) realized that man would 
be more likely, or prone to disregard 
this than any other of the ten which 
he gave at that time. By referring to 
your Bible you will find that he was 
more explicit in telling the children 
of Israel just what time they should 
work and the day they should rest 
and gave as his: reason that "The Lord 
made the heavens 'and the earth in 
six days and rested the seventh, there­ 
fore, the Lord blessed the seventh day 
and 'hallowed. it," using more words 
in this one than-in any other com­ 
mandment he gave; and also using 
more words in this one than in the 
whole of the last six and the first one 
combined. I have never been a great 
stickler a s t o which day was made a 
rest day, but undoubtedly it was man's 
first day .that'X3od hallowed and bless­ 
ed.- He' surely .Intends.usjto give him 
the first and the best, thitflBame as he 
Intends the Jews to give him the first 
and the. best of the land. 


Now when God said to keep the day 
holy he surely meant rest to the body 
and service to Almighty God. Rest 
from all' ordinary labor and also from 
all sports. You can readily see if God 
had meant for us to engage in sports 
of any kind, on his holy day, he would 
not have said, "Keep It holy unto the 
Lord." Ex. XXXI; 12-16. Are you 
keeping the day holy unto the Lord 
when you are doing ordinary work th(it 
is not necessary to do at that time? 
Or attending the ball game, the Sun­ 
day picnic, or whcjn trying out the 
new auto in a Joy ride? God through 
his son, Jesus Christ, has shown us 
that we are not violating this com 
mandment when w.e do the things on 
the Sabbath day that are absolutely 
necessary, or deeds of kindness or 
mercy, and doing them as Aee^a of 
kindness and not for,a reward which 
may come from doing them. 


In Luke XIII, 14-16, when Jesus an­ 
swered the ruler of the synagogue, 
he said, "Thou hypocrite, doth not 
each one of you, on the Sabbath, loose 
his ox or his ass from the stall and 
lead him away to watering? 
And 
ought not this ;i^oman, being a daugh­ 
ter of Abraham, whom satan hath 
bound, lo these eighteen years, be 
looied from this bond on the Sabbath 
day?" I ask the question, were you 
keeping the day holy when you were 
doing unnecessary labor? 
You may 
ask me, "What Is unnecessary labor?" 
I answer, ".^ny kind of labor except 
deeds of kindness or mercy.-done In 
the name Of tbe Lord Jesus, or such 
deeds of kindness and necessity as re­ 
ferred to in I^ke XIII, 1646, also in 
Luke XIV, 5, where be says, "Which 
of you shall have a.n ass or an ox fall­ 
en Into a pit, Kn4 will not straightway 
pnllhim out on the aabbath day?'^In 
this we are shown that it Is lawful 
for us -to.do such acts on the sabbath 
day, but no other labor of any kind. 
In order that you may undei'stand the 
point which I wish to make plain, that 
Is, It never pays' 'to violate any of 
God's commands, I will tell you of a 
young man, bright, 
ambitious, 
and 
reared In a Christian home. At the 
age of twelve be was converted and 
for a while ran well, but a few years 
after commenced going with a class 
Of young people who hM little regard 
for God's word and less for bis day. 
There began 
his. downfall. 
Social 
gatherings 
were 
planned 
fur 
the 
Lo'C'a day, Afttir while he married 
one of the young w w e n of the com­ 
pany he had been keeping,. She was 
also bright, active 
and 
ambitious. 
They began their married life on a 


fanui -'During the -busy season -of..the 
year he would, not stop farm Work 
through the week to do necessary re- 
.pairing, but worked All day Sunday 
dxing fences; repairing machinery and 
such other work as he could not do 
through the week without stopping his 
plow. Do you think that God will hold 
that man guiltless? No. When Sun­ 
day night camb thait man had done 
seven days' work Instead of six. What 
day had he kept holy unto the Lord? 
And so the time went on, year after 
year, the man becoming very weal­ 
thy. In tlie winter season, when be 
had .but little to do he would some­ 
times go to church on the Sabbath 
day, but much oftener, would go visit­ 
ing or be found reading Sunday news­ 
papers. He had worked and toiled 
until be had no desire for Christianity, 
but became so 
avaricious 
that 
all 
senise of right was swallowed up in 
his desire to become rich. But one day 
the summons-came and he was called 
to go. Was he prepared ? No.» Where 
were hib treasures then? They were 
all left behind, and all because he 
failed t? keep God's command. "Re­ 
member the Sabbath day to keep It 
holy unto the Lord." ' 


I will give but this one Illustration 
as It will be sufllclent to show the 
point that while we are prosperous 
and heapig up this world's goods, and 
at the same time failing to keep God's 
holy day, we may expect God to bring 
us to account, for, as God's word is 
true, it teaches us that If we disobey 
one of his commandments, knowingly, 
we are guilty of the whole law. On 
the other side, let us read from Isaiah 
B8'n3-14, "If thou turn away thy foot 
from the Sabbath, from 
doing 
thy 
pleasure on my holy day, and call the 
sabbath a delight, the holy of the Lord, 
honorable; and shall honor him, not 
doing thine own pleasure, nor speak­ 
ing thine own words, thou shalt de­ 
light thyself In the Lord; and I will 
cause* thee to ride upon 
the high 
places of the earth, and feed thee 
with the heritage of Jacob, thy father; 
for the mouth of the Lord hath spok­ 
en It."
